“The first, and very important point our profession, 
and indeed any profession, the acquisition good, 
sound education, for without architect, however 
gifted designer, can neither cope with the difficulties 
which continually arise his aily work nor meet his 
clients equal ground. the same time, although 
firm believer the advantages academic training, 
ally certain that academic education only will 
not any use unless you have practical know ledge and 
understanding well. study the lives the men 
who have been successful, you will observe that 
have achieved success primarily through love their 
work, but you will also realize that affection for the cho- 
sen pursuit not any means and that the 
most important thing the absolute determination 
pass nothing understood which not understood. 

“At the outset career always found that one 
the most difficult things was realize the ideas 
clients, not because was incapable doing so, but be- 
cause enthusiasm for own conceptions blocked 
the view. have learned years practice the absolute 
all one’s efforts the complete 
one’s clients’ views and wishes,though 
not suggesting the advisability carrying out all 
their ideas. Far from it. 

“Another difficulty which confronts one the necessity 
disregarding the small details and 
subordinating them the main conception. The difficul- 
the knowing what not do. reminded 
the admirable advice given years ago very 
great and shrewd man the world who had both 
edge and great love art. told when started 
practice for myself never neglect the smallest trifle 
that went wrong any commission that had execute, 
and, however irksome and infinitesimal seemed, give 
personal attention all costs. also urged 
never delay the immediate settlement the small- 
est detail, the answering letters; for arrears cor- 
respondence and small things attended to, al- 
lowed accumulate, worry and depress like unpaid 
debts.
